THOSE TYPHOID CASES,

Slr: Your lgsue of the 10th Inst. con-
talped an article written by James K.
Bently, M. D, in which he disputes the
correctness of my disgnosis of typhold
fever In the Fanning family. On
Thureday evening, the 15th Inst., Doe-
torg Hently, Bulllvan and myself dig-
cusged the symptoms of typhold fever
and bilous-remittent fevers, and dif-
ferentinted betwesn the two (2) dis-
4. . Bently gave the history of o
snt whose symptoms he gald were
those of bhilllous-remittent fever I
then detalled the syptoms of my cases
in the Fanning family said: in my opin-
lon they Indicated typhold fever. Dr.
Bently then turned to me and sald: |

“Doctor, I don't dlgpute your dlag- |
nosls In your enses," l

Will the Doetor now be kind enough
to Inform me which of hlg two storles
18 the true ona? The doctor also stated
In the same article that 1 had been dis-
charged from a case and he was called
in. This case was that of a sick man |
whose wife became dlarmed, called at
my offiee, and not finding me there, took
whom she could find, and that was Dr, |
Bently. The next morning, Nov. 6, 1
culled, and finding Dr. Bently in choarge
of the case, 1 grested him kindly, left
him with the patlent and walked toward
the door. The wife of the sick man, fol-
lowing me, said: *“Doctor, 1 want you
Lo treat my husband." T turned to her |
and sald, “*No, you had better keep the |
doetor you have,"” and left her, 1 had
not made a diagnosis in this case, This
12 the way I was discharged.

The doctor quotes from DaCosta, as
follows: “"A patlent whose temperature |
riges during the first day's illness up o
105 or 106 degrees Farenheit, certninly
does not sufler from typhus or typhoid
fever.,” 1 quote from A, A, Stevens, A,
M., M. D, Instructor of physical diag-
nogis In the University of Pennsyl- |
vania, aa follows: “In some cases of
typhold fever, especinlly in the voung,
the temperature riges abruptly.” Now
the ages of my patients In the Fanning |
family range all the way from 6 to 8
vears, I think they can be safely classed
a8 young people. |

In dlsputing my diagnosis the doctlor |
states that “'The Fanning family pri-
marily did not have typhold fever, but
from the length of time that has
elapsed since stricken down the digeass
may have drifted into typho-malaria or
relapsing fever, which are first cousing
to typhold fever” Fortunately, after 1
had sent Iln my report of typhold fever
to the bourd of health 1 called counell,
later the Fannings also ealled In a4 doe-
tor (a regular practitioner)—both able
physiclang—and the dlagnosis of both
wis typhold fever, pure and simple. It
was nefither tinted with the antumnal |
hus nor was first, gecond or third cousin |
to typho-malaria,

Now the relation that typho-malaria
bears to typhold fever is about the
same as that of o white man blackenad
bears to o true negro. You can no

The absurdity of the whole affair is |

In conclusion I will add: I have not
come out to fight, nor shall 1 enter lnlo
any more controversy, 1 merely ask
vou to publish these few lnes in ordor
that 1 may defend myself. 1 have come
to Providence to stay, and mesn to
treat all comers courtéously, be they
doctors or ladty.
